Washington.—"The farmers' 
first" 


tariff program of the new congress got 
well under way Tuesday. 


The emergency tariff bill, protect- 


ing wheat, wool, meat and other agri- 
cultural products from, foreign com- 
petition, was reported from committee. 
It will pass the house Wednesday, 
Chairman Fordney of the ways and 
means committee predicted. Republi- 
can Floor Leader Mondell named 
Thursday as the time limit. 


Farmers, first to get what they 


want at this session, will soon be de- 
manding defeat of other 
proposals 


•with as much vigor as they sought 
tariff protection, it was believed here. 


The suggested sales taxes to be 


considered soon by the senate finance 
committee will provoke much opposi- 
tion from farmer and labor interests, 
aitording to indications reaching con- 
gressmen. 


With the emergency tariff disposed 


of in the house, the ways and means 
committee will pound out the regular 
tariff bill, which Chairman Fordney 
says may be ready in a month. 


Meanwhile the senate finance com- 


mittee will begin hearings on the sales 
tax and follow that by income and 
revenue tax revision hearings. 


Senator Penrose, chairman of the 


finance committee, said that senate 
opposition to the emergency bill is not 
strong enough probably to make nec- 
essary a cloturc rule to get it through. 
If necessary, however, that will 
be 


done. Pen rose made it plain that the 
hill is going through. 


As to the sales tax Pe,nrose still has 


rni "open mind" and said his position 
will be determined by the arfruments 
nnd evidence yet to bo presented the 
committee. 


Tt has been definitely settled, Pen- 


rose said, that any tax revision pro- 
gram must eliminate the profits taxes 
and 
reduce 
income taxes. These 


things are economically essential to 
the safety of the country, he declared.

Washington.—The text of President 


Harding's message to congress fol- 
lows: 


Members of the congress: 
You have been called into extraor- 


dinary session to give your consider- 
ation to national problems far too 
pressing to be long neglected. 


We face our task of legislation and 


administration amid conditions as dif- 
ficult as our government 
has ever 


contemplated. 


Under our political system the peo- 


ple of the United States have charg- 
ed the new congress and the new ad- 
ministration with the 
solution—the 


readjustment, reconstruction and re- 
storation which must follow in the 
wake of war.- It may be regretted 
that we were so illy prepared f ojr war's 
aftermath, so little made ready to re- 
turn to the- ways of peace, but we are 
not to be discouraged. 
Indeed, we 


must be the more firmly resolved to 
undertake our work with high hope, 
and invite every factor in our citizen- 
ship to join in the effort to find our 
normal, onward way again. 


The American people have appraised 


the situation and with that tolerance 
and patience which go with 
under- 


standing, they will give to us the in- 
fluence of deliberate public opinion 
which ultimately becomes the edict of 
any popular government. 
They ar? 


measuring some of the stern necessi- 
ties and will join in the give and take 
which is so essential to firm estab- 
lishments. 


Start at Home 


First in mind must be the solution 


of our problems at home even though 
some phases of them are inseparably 
linked with our foreign relations. The 
surest procedure in every government 
is to put its own house in order. 


I know of no more pressing problem 


at home tlian to restrict, our national 
expenditures within the limits of our 
national income and at the same time 
measurably lift the burdens of war 
taxation from the shoulders of the 
American people. 


One cannot be unmindful that econ- 


omy is a much employed cry most 
frequently stressed in pre-election ap- 
peals, but it is ours to make it an out- 
standing and ever impelling purpose 
In both legislation 
and administra- 


tion. The unrestrained tendencies to 
heedless expenditure and the attend- 
ing growth of public indebtedness, ex- 
tending from 
federal authority 
to 


that of state and municipality and in- 
cluding the smallest political sub-divi- 
sion constitute the most dangerous 
phase of government today. 


The nation cannot restrain except 


in its own activities, but it can be 
exemplar in a wholesome reversal. 


Hit at Expenditures 


The staggering load of war debt 


must be cared for in orderly funding 
and gradual liquidation. 
We shall 


hasten the solution and aid effectively 
m lifting the tax burdens if we strike 
resolutely at expenditure. It is far 
more easily said than done. In the 
fever of war our expenditures were so 
little questioned, th« emergency was 
so impelling, application was so im- 
peded that we little noted millions and 
counted the treasury inexhaustible. It 
will strengthen our resolution if we 
ever keep in mind that a continuation 
of such a course means inevitable 
disaster. Our current 
expenditures 


are running at the rate of approxi- 
mately five billions a year and the 
burden is unbearable. There are two 
agencies to be employed in correc- 
tion: One is rigid resistance In appli- 
cation and the other is tie 
utmost 


economy in administration. 
Let us 


have both. I have already charged 
department heads with this necessity. 
I am sure congress will agree; and 
both congress and the administration 
may safely count on the support of 
all right minded citizens, swelling the 
flow in one locality while draining 
another, is sure to defeat the imposi- 
ton of just burdens and the effect of 
our citizenship protesting outlay will 
be wholesome and helpful. I wish

for the future. 


The estimates of receipts and ex- 


penditures and the statements as to 
the condition

quirements and fixed debt charges. 
Unless there are striking: cuts in the 
important fields 
of expenditures, re- 


ce-ipts from intrrnal taxes cannot safe- 
ly be permitted to fafl below $4,000,- 
000.000 in the fiscal year, 1922, and 
1923, 
This would mean total internal 


tax collections of about one billion 
less than in 1920 and one half billion 
less than in 1921. 


Revise Taxation 


The most substantial 
relief 
from 


the tax burden must come for the 
present from the readjustment of in- 
ternal taxes and the revision or re- 
peal of those taxes which have be- 
come unproductive and are so arti- 
ficial and burdensome as to 
defeat 


their own purpose. A prompt and

approved, the government will have 
completed the. packer suits which have 
been fought for more than a year. 


The Swift and Armour plans pro- 


vides that: 


]—Within thirty days of its approv- 


,nl by the court the packers shall de- 
liver to the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank. Chicago, all "evidence of stock 
ownership" in stockyards companies. 


i—Henry W. Anderson. Richmond, 


Va., and George Sutherland,^alt Lake 
City, Utah, shall bo named trustees. 
with authority to vote tho stock until 
it is sold and report to the court pro- 
gress made. 


3—The packers will "proceed •with 


duo diligence" to sell the stockyards 
and railroad stock. Purchasers must 
make affidavits to the court they buy 
in good faith and not as agents for 
the packers. The court must approve 
every individual stock sale. The pack- 
ers are permitted a "fair and reason- 
able value" for tho stock and if, with- 
in a year, they have not been able to 
(sell at thnt figure, the court may ex- 
tend tho time.

The writer

Plenty of Precedent 


It -was natural that there should be 


considerable speculation 
as to the 


part tho senate foreign relations com- 
mittee 
should play 
as contrasted 


with the department of state in for- 
mulating foreign policy. So far as Mr. 
Knox foresees there is no prospect of 
an infringement by either branch o' 
the government on the prerogatives of 
the other. Congress has on many oc- 
casions by joint resolution declared 
American policy toward foreign na- 
tions. There nro plenty of precedents 
for the expression of an opinion by 
congress, and indeed the Knox reso- 
lution simply requests the president 
to enter into an agreement with Ger- 
many at tho appropriate timo to car- 
ry further the requirements of peace- 
making after congress shall have de- 
clared a state of peace.

1920. thirty-one distin- 
guished leaders of American political 
thought issued an appeal to the voters to 
support Mr. Harding: for president on the 
ground that his election would be the most 
effective means of promoting peace by in- 
ternational cooperation. In this appeal it

While this declara- 
tion refers especially to the League of Xa- 
tidns. and is highly significant as touching 
on the probable advice and course of Mr. 
Hughes, it indirectly reflects an attitude 
that varies with that of the Knox program 
for separate peace. 


If the news dispatches from Washington 


are"correct, the president will insist thai 
any peace resolution shall properly safe- 
guard American interests and make an 
acknowledgment of-their acceptance a 
part of congressional action. This course 
•would simplify the international situation, 
il would make it possible for the United 
States to support its former allies in the 
exaction of proper reparations from Ger- 
many and it would give force to sugges- 
tions from 1he United Slates for the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of Europe. 


Regardless of America's position in the 


peace settlement it is apparent that the 
allies the.inselves must be able to maintain 
their treaty rights as against Germany if 
there is to be reconstruction and peace in 
Europe. By making recognition of our 
rights under the Versailles treaty, as well 
as (he obligations that go with the rights. 
a part of a peace declaration by congress 
we would escape the charge -of deserting 
our associates in (he World war. a matter 
which is of the highest consideration to 
the honor of the country.

tion is nol at all in accord with the wishes 
or predictions of the irreconcilables.

prophesies a break with that element and 
what is more important it signifies the po- 
tent influence of Mr. Hughes' statesman- 
ship in the new administration. 


Is the United States going to lose its lead- 
ership in the world's oil industry? 


Jvast year 64 per cent of the world's oil 


came from American wells. But the geo- 
logical survey warns that our oil resourc- 
es are 40 per ceoit exhausted and that it 
may be only a few decades until we shall 
be largely dependent o» other countries. 
British oil men believe that within ten 
years England will control the world's oil 
suppl>r) aDd that Americans will have to 
import British oil to the amount of $1,- 
000.000.000 a year. 


Oil concessions in Mesopotamia were 


granted to a Turkish syndicate before the 
war. These concessions were transferred 
to the British 
Petroleum 
compaoiy— 


-whether during or since the war, is a dis- 
puted question. Great Britain:s mandate 
specifies that there shall be no discrimin- 
ations in Mesopotamia against individuals 
or corporations of any country which is a 
member of the league of nations. 
This, 


Great Britain contends, does not apply to 
the United States, which-is not a member 
of the League. She also contends that the 
League has no jurisdiction over the con- 
cessions which she claims she acquired be- 
fore the peace conference. 


But the United States demands that 


every country have equal commercial 
richts in Mesopotamia. Meantime, Amer- 
ican oil interests demand that Britain re-_ 
spect oil concessions in Palestine granted 
to Americans before the war. By the San 
R-emo agreement in 1920, England and 
Franco united to exploit Mesopotamian 


oil. France to get 25 per cent, the na- 
tives 20 per cent and England the rest. 


The British government's policy is to 


prohibit, aliens from owning oil lands, re- 
fineries or oil securities in her empire. 
It points out that all but Americans are 
excluded from drilling for oil in the Phil- 
ippines. It is quiet about the great oil 
holdings <vwned by British interests in the 
United States. 
In addition to Mesopo- 


tamia. Great Britain is reaching out for 
control of the rich oil lands of Persia. 
Asia Minor. South America, Ukrainia. 


etc. 


Thus, with customary British foresight. 


she prepares for the day when American 
oil fields mr.y be exhausted. 


In transportation, oil is becoming in- 


creasingly vital. Automobiles must have 
it. Railroads may shortly burn oil instead 
of coal. Sixteen out of every iOO of the 
world's ships are fueled by oil. and the 
percentage is constantly increasing. The 
country that Controls the world's oil sup- 
ply may soon control the merchant marine. 
Therein is England's special inter.-t.

LIME 


The average man has or should have about three 


pounds of calcium or lime in him, about one-fiftieth 
of the body weight. 


Although laymen often assume that they are get- 


ting too much lime in drinking water or otherwise 
and that this may favor hardening of the arteries, 
there is no basis for such belief. On the contrary, 
there is good reason to think that, as Professor H. 
C. Sherman of Columbia University says in his book 
(Chemistry of Food and Nutriment) "the ordinary 
mixed diet of North Americans and Europeans, at 
least among dwellers In cities and towns, is prob- 
ably more often deficient in calcium than in any 
other chemical element." 


Among foods of animal origin fresh milk, butter- 


milk, skim milk, and curdled milk (cottage cheese) 
is about the only one which can, be said to be rich 
m lime content. By the way, it Is probable that ac- 
tual benefit derived from a notorious highbrow pat- 
ent medicine ''nerve tonic" of whose efficacy ignor- 
amus college professors and 
mossback 
doctors 


freely testify, and which is practically what Sam. 
Hop. 
Adams called glorified cottage cheese, is attri- 


butable to the lime-deprivation from which the tes- 
timonial writers suffer. 


Vegetable foods furnish morfe lime than animal 


foods. 
The marked improvement in the nutrition 


of infants after the addition of small daily amounts 
of green or fresh vegetables such as spinach, car- 
rots, orange Juice, oatmeal, turnips, prune juice (all 
the solids "well cooked and strained through a sieve 
until th" child cuts teeth), may be due to the more 
adequate filling of the growing child's need for cal- 
cium for bone, tooth and muscle, building. 


"Professor Sherman has suggested the addition of 


powdered calcium carbonate (prepared chalk) to 'the 
salt in the salt cellar, equal quantities of each, as 
a means of supplying the calcium deficiency of the 
average dietary. 


Our habit of denaturizing and otherwise maltreat- 


ing foods which should furnish calcium along with 
other important factors—the food purveyors insist 
that this is a. desirable "purification"—goes far to 
account for our annual five hundred million dollar 
expenditure for medicines in America. 
Bread in 


this country is a counterfeit of the staff of life. "We 
discard in the milling the most essential and health- 
ful portions of the wheat, in our insane desire to 
have a dead white flour. Calcium is one of the ele- 
ments removed from the wheat in milling: iron is 
another; the vitamins of the wheat arc another; the 
natural laxative and digestive stimulus, bran, is 
another. The result is fit food for a mollycoddle, 
and a great boon for the nostrum maker. 


Some one sent me a sample of his particular brand 


of whole wheat—canned! By golly, that was the lim- 
it! One can purchase whole wheat from any farmer 
who raises wheat, cook it two to three hours, and 
enjoy a toothsome, wholesome, natural cereal and 
natural laxative combined. Yet this manufacturer 
cans the wheat and presents it canned and "pre- 
pared" and doctored with this and that addition. 
Does the public really demand that '«ort of thing?

and came to the United States. The 
American Government grave the noted 
astronomer assistance in making geo- 
graphical and geological explorations

It was while making these surveys 


that M. Nicolett made the botanical 
collection as well as compiling data

From these excerpts it may be seen 


that M. Nicollet's diary, at least, is 
diatinotlv free from weighty and scien- 
tific matter, but it is certainly inter- 
esting reading as it holds up th« look- 
ing glass to onr Middle West of that 
period. 
A further view of that time, es- 


pecially on the H. C. of TA in the early 
forties, just prior to the gold rush 
across the plains, is given on the last 
few pages of the diary when some ac- 
counts of trades with the Indians are 
set down. For Was Cheap 


In one instance, Monsieur bought 


from Frederick, another Indian, five 
wolf skins for $2.50, and three fox for 
$1.75. In return he sold beads ($1.00), 
bacon $1.25). buttons $1.00), grog and 
tobacco ($1.00). 


Another most noteworthy trans- 


action took place when he purchased 
eight wolf skins, five red fox skins. 
and two gray fox form Baptiste, a 
third Indian trapper, for the modest 
sum of $8.25. Baptiste, In turn bought 
one-half a twine ball for $-50t one 
blue wool robe for $1.00, two pounds 
of sugar for $2.00, 12 pounds of flour 
for $0.50, 
one pound 
of coffee 
for 


$1.00, and one pound of tobacco for 
$1.00. 
It is quite evident that the above 


were considered expeedingly weighty 
transactions and were recorded in all 
due seriousness and it is equally evi- 
dent that- Monsieur Nicolett not only 
had a senso of humor but was also a 
good salesman and & man of great 
diplomatic resources for he tells of

000 unemployed in the state which 
means that almost one-third of the 
workers are out of work. 
"We cannot face this social •prob- 


lem nnd oall it a radical movement, 
The steady job to the worker is im- 
portant and the idea of division of 
property or wealth means nothing to 
him.

faces America."
